GENERAL  REVIEW 


LEGAL  REFERENCES 


GENERALLY 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  operation  of  the  Livestock  Commission 
are  contained  in  Titles  3,  46,  52,  93  and  94  of  the  Revised  Codes  of 
Montana,  1947. 

Section  46-104  RCM,  1947  describes  the  duties  and  powers  of  the 
Commission  as  that  of  protecting  and  fostering  the  livestock  industry- 
in  the  state. 

LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION  AND  CONTROL 

Under  the  present  program  structure,  this  program  is  the 
administrative  branch  of  the  agency*  responsible  for  the  protection  of 
the  livestock  industry  from  theft  and  loss.  Under  this  program  we  have 
the  duty  of  recommending  legislation  and  instituting  market  regulation 
(Refer  46-907,  RCM)  that  will  foster  and  protect  the  State’s  livestock 
industry.  This  program  also  has  the  responsibility  of  governing  and  re- 
gulating the  recording  and  use  of  livestock  brands,  and  the  filing  of 
security  interests. 

PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 

This  program  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  control 
of  predatory  animals  capable  of  injuring  or  killing  domestic  livestock 
and  poultry.  The  program  is  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the  Fish  and 
Game  Commission,  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  and  the 
counties  of  the  Stat$. 

RABIES  CONTROL 

The  rabies  control  program  was  established  through  appropriation  from 
the  General  Fund  by  the  Legislature  in  1967  to  control  rabies  outbreaks  in 
rodents,  scavengers,  and  predatory  animals,  thereby  protecting  human  life, 
domestic  livestock  and  game  animals.  This  program  is  a joint  effort  of  the 
Livestock  Commission,  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  ' 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife  and  the  Board  of  Health. 
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PRINCIPAL  GOALS 


Since  the  Livestock  Commission  was  created  for  the  purpose  of 
protecting  and  fostering  the  livestock  industry,  our  goal  is  to  maintain 
a highly  trained  staff  of  professional  stock  inspectors,  investigators 
and  clerical  personnel  to  serve  the  industry  in  whatever  way  may  be 
required  within  our  legal  and  resource  limits,  and  to  assist  in  the 
prosecution  of  trials  when  livestock  laws  have  been  violated.

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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION  AND  CONTROL 

Achievements . During  the  1969-70  fiscal  year,  55  salaried  inspectors 
and  300  fee  paid  deputies  inspected  more  than  2-g-  million  cattle  and  over 
25,000  horses  for  brands  to  determine  ownership*  This  volume  of  livestock 
has  remained  quite  consistent  the  last  three  years*  Reports  of  lost  or 
stolen  livestock  in  1969-70  amounted  to  approximately  $300,000  in  value, 
this  compared  to  other  states,  some  of  whom  report  losses  over  $1,000,000* 

A strict  inspection  program  and  trained  inspectors  can  be  credited  with 
this  limited  achievement* 

During  the  last  year  numerous  investigations  were  conducted  involving 
reported  thefts  of  livestock,  several  of  these  investigations  are  continuing* 

As  a result  of  these  investigations  24  felony  and  28  misdemeanor  charges  were 
filed,  of  these  there  were  29  convictions,  12  are  pending  and  11  were  dismissed, 
acquitted  or  dropped. 

The  Livestock  Commission  has  always  been  a strong  supporter  of  the 
Montana  Law  Enforcement  Academy  and  their  pamphlet  for  1970  shows  more  employees 
(38)  of  the  Livestock  Commission  graduated  from  the  various  schools  over  the 
last  years  than  any  other  state  department*  We  feel  this  is  an  important 
accomplishment  because  it  gives  our  experienced  Stock  Inspectors  a well  rounded 
education  in  criminal  investigation  and  law  enforcement*  This  has  and  will 
increase  their  ability  to  serve  and  protect  the  livestock  industry* 

During  the  year  Stock  Inspectors  recovered  for  owners  1450  cattle  and  131 
horses,  while  at  the  sixteen  livestock  markets  approximately  15,000  cattle  and 
horses  were  held  for  proof  of  ownership.  All  together  this  involves  about 
$1,500,000  in  value* 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 

Achievements o During  the  1969-70  fiscal  year  there  were  2,810  new 
requests  for  services,  which  is  nearly  double  the  1,486  new  requests  in 
the  I968--69  fiscal  year.  There  is  an  increase  in  predatory  animals  and 
and  increase  in  predatory  incidents . We  have  had  reported  increasing 
incidents  involving  predators  (coyotes)  and  cattle,  expecially  calves . 
Information  is  disseminated  by  attendance  and  speeches  at  public  meetings 
of  various  groups  and  organizations  by  representatives  of  the  participating 
state  and  federal  agencies . This  is  a control  program,  not  an  erradication 
program  for  any  species.  It  is  a program  to  protect  the  livestock  producer. 
It’s  effectiveness  is  reflected  through  support  and  assistance  to  the  live- 
stock industry. 

The  work  in  this  program  in  1969-70  was  carried  on  with  the  same  number 
of  District  Field  Assistants  and  one  less  District  Supervisor  than  was  employed 
in  I968-69.  In  view  of  the  ever  increasing  work  load  these  men  deserve  special 
recognition  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication  in  the  face  of  very  inadequate 
compensation. 

Due  to  adequate  financing  and  no  further  increase  to  the  program  by  the 
Livestock  Commission,  the  Commission  in  1969-70  requested  a reduction  of  -g- 
mill  on  ’’cattle  and  others This  was  granted  by  the  State  Board  of  Equali- 
zation. Mill  levies  now  for  this  program  are;  four  and  one  half  (4§-)  mills  on 
taxable  valuation  of  sheep  and  one  and  one  half  (1-gr)  mill  on  taxable  valuation 
of  other  livestock. 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


RABIES  CONTROL 

Achievement  So  During  the  l969-*70  .fiscal,  year,  only  one  positive  rabies 
incident  was  reported,  compared  with  the  1 968-69  fiscal  year  when  nine  were 
replortedo  This  can  be  attributed  directly  to  timely  and  effective  action 
being  taken  from  the  moment  the  first  incident  was  reported  in  1966* 
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MAJOR  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


QUARANTINED  HERDS. 

Achievements . The  Livestock  Sanitary  Board  necessarily 
identifies  individually  diseased  cattle  and  often  time  quarantines 
the  herd  of  origin „ For  example,  any  herd  which  shows  a reaction 
to  a specific  contagious  disease  is  quarantined  until  the  herd 
is  cleared  of  the  disease * 

Livestock  Inspectors  police  the  quarantined  herds  and  control 
the  movement  of  livestock  from  them  and  report  movements  of  any 
diseased  cattle,. 

Inspection  Certificates  are  issued  only  to  slaughter  houses, 
l4>’Ves'tock  markets  and  sometimes  only  after  a State  Veterinarian 
has  issued  a release  of  the  quarantine  for  one  head  or  the  entire

Recommendation <>  In  the  1971-73  biennium  budget  request,  the  Commission 
is  asking  for  an  appropriation  increase  in  personal  services,  to  increase 
starting  salaries  for  Stock  Inspectors  from  $441  to  $500  per  month  and  to 
give  experienced  Inspectors  a comparable  dollar  increase  the  first  year  and 
a $25  per  month  increase  the  second  year0 

Discussion.,  The  major  problem  confronting  the  Commission  is  locating 
and  hiring  capable,  conscientious  young  men  at  the  starting  salary  we  offer 
and  retaining  experienced  Stock  Inspectors  at  the  salaries  we  are  now  allowed 
to  pay0  The  work  of  Stock  Inspectors  is  essential  and  unique  in  State  Service, 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  deal  primarily  with  farmers  and  ranchers „ When  the 
livestock  are  ready  to  move  the  hour  of  the  day  or  the  day  of  the  week  is  of 
no  consequence o Because  of  the  volume  of  livestock  inspected  during  the  busy 
season  it  is  often  necessary  that  Inspectors  work  from  daylight  to  dark  and 
seven  days  a week0  It  is  only  their  interest  and  dedication  to  this  work  that 
keeps  these  men  on  the  job  at  the  present  salaries „

Recommendation „ An  additional  $30,000  is  needed  to  establish  two  experienced 
and  trained  Stock  Inspectors  as  full  time  investigators  of  reported  livestock 
thefts o 

Discussion,,  The  Commission  has  requested  a $30,000  grant  from  the 
Governor's  Crime  Commission  to  finance  this  project..  The  money,  if  granted, 
will  be  used  to  purchase  equipment,  pay  one  investigator's  salary  and  to  pay 
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the  salary  of  a replacement  for  the  present  duties  of  the  other  invest- 
igator. The  two  men  we  have  chosen  have  had  more  than  twenty  years  experience 
as  inspectors  and  investigators  and  have  graduated  from  every  course  offered 
at  the  Montana  Law  Enforcement  Adademy.

Recommendation.  A law  requiring  the  licensing  and  bonding  of  livestock 
dealers . 

Discussion.  A bill  was  introduced  in  the  last  legislative  assembly 
that  would  have  accomplished  this  recommendation,  but  was  not  considered  by 
the  Legislature.  The  Commission  as  well  as  many  other  interested  people  feel 
there  i§  real  merit  in  such  a law  as  an  added  protection  to  the  livestock 
industry.  In  the  last  year  alone  the  industry  lost  more  than  |300?0Q0 
through  bad  checks,  bad  drafts  and  one  instance  of  bankruptcy  when  the  buyer 
saw  he  was  going  broke  and  only  had  a $5*000  bond. 

PROGRAMS  LIVESTOCK  INSPECTION  AND  CONTROL 
REQUIRED  IMPLEMENTATION  ACTION;  LEGISLATIVE 
PRIORITY  RATING;  4 of  4 
CATEGORY  % ADDING  NEW  SERVICES 

Recommendation.  A law  requiring  brand  inspection  upon  change  of  ownership 
of  livestock.  (Except  sale  of  1-2  horses  or  5 head  of  cattle  or  less.) 

Discussion.  The  livestock  feeding  industry  in  Montana  at  its  present 
rate  of  growth  is  fast  becoming  a large  industry  and  of  considerable  benefit 
to  the  State.  At  the  present  time  there  is  no  control  over  the  movement  of  catt 
into  feed  lots.  Such  control  is  urgently  needed  and  livestock  producers  are 
demanding  that  something  be  done  to  assure  that  all  cattle  in  feed  lots  are 
cleared  for  brands  and  ownership.  The  above  law  will  accomplish  this  need.

REQUIRED  IMPLEMENTATION  ACTION:  LEGISLATIVE 

PRIORITY  RATING:  1 of  1 

CATEGORY:  MAINTAINING  EXISTING  SERVICES 

Recommendation.  An  appropriation  of  $5,000  from  the  General  Fund  for 
each  year  of  the  biennium  for  the  purpose  of  immediate  action  in  case  of 
another  rabies  outbreak. 

Discussion.  The  first  General  Fund  Appropriation  for  this  program  was 
for  fiscal  year  1967-68.  Since  that  first  appropriation  only  $9,838  in 
General  Fund  money  has  been  used  for  this  program.  For  this  small  cost  we 
have  been  able  to  keep  the  several  rabies  outbreak^  confined  to  a small  area 
and  short  lived  because  the  money  was  available  for  Immediate  and  decisive 
action.  The  1969  Legislature  appropriated  $10,000  for  the  1969-70  fiscal 
year  of  which  only  $876  was  used,  the  balance  of  $9,124  reverted  to  the 
General  Fund  June  30,  1970.  This  leaves  us  without  funds  in  1970-71.  In  the 
event  that  a rabies  outbreak  occurs  in  1970-71,  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
funds  appropriated  for  Predatory  Animal  Control  and  then  will  have  to  request 
a budget  amendment  for  Rabies  Control.  When  approved  it  would  be  used  to 
reimburse  the  Predatory  appropriation.  This  is  a very  awkward  situation 
that  could  be  corrected  by  a small  $5,000  appropriation  from  the  State  General 
Fund  for  each  year  of  the  biennium.  Naturally  this  would  revert  if  not  used.

SHEEP  AND  LAMB  LOSSES  DURING  1969 


Predatory  animal  loss  totaled  68,000  head  compared  with  85,000  in  1968,  a 
decrease  of  20  percent.  The  sharp  increase  in  weather  loss  left  fewer  sheep  and  lambs 
for  predators.  The  1 .4  million  loss  in  1969  compares  with  $1.5  million  during  1968. 
Coyotes  again  were  the  major  predator  causing  the  loss  of  31,600  lambs  and  7,300 
sheep  with  a total  value  of  $785,000.  Eagles  accounted  for  a loss  of  8,800  lambs 
and  200  sheep  with  a combined  loss  of  $176,000.  The  lamb  loss  to  eagles  was  about 
50  percent  less  than  in  1968.  Some  of  this  decrease  can  be  credited  to  it  being 
legal  to  control  eagles  during  1969  lambing  season^  Other  predators  including  fox, 
bear,  bobcat  and  dogs  killed  19,000  sheep  and  lambs  valued  at  $391,000.  Unknown 
predators  and.  unknown  loss  causes  amounted  to  9,400  head  with  a combined  value  of 
$191,000. 

SOUTHWEST  AND  CENTRAL  MONTANA  LEAD  IN  A PREDATOR  LOSS;  Of  all  sheep  and  lambs  lost 
to  predators,  the  percentage  was  highest  in  southwestern  and  central  Montana  with 
losses  of  22  and  21  percent  respectively.  Coyote  losses  were  highest  in  the  north- 
east and  central  districts  with  26  and  23  percent  of  the  total  coyote  loss.  Losses 
to  fox  were  highest  in  the  southeast  and  northeast  districts  with  49  and  18  percent 
of  the  loss  caused  by  that  predator. 

NON-PREDATOR  LOSSES  HIGHEST  IN  EASTERN  MONTANA g Percentages  of  sheep  and  iambs  lost 
to  non-predator  causes  were  highest  in  the  southeastern  district,  followed  by  the 
northeastern  district.  These  two  districts  accounted  for  66  percent  of  the  total. 
Eighty-four  percent  of  the  loss  to  weather  was  in  these  two  districts. 

METHODOLOGY  AND  DEFINITIONS % Sheep  producers  were  -stratified  by  the  following  size 
groups?  1-499  head,  500-2499  head  and  2500  + head.  Questionnaires  were  mailed  to 
all  known  sheep  ranchers.  Over  one-third  of  the  mnchers  responded  by  mail.  A 
probability  non-response  sample  was  drawn  for  each  size  group  for  estimating  the 
non-response  portion  of  the  universe.  These  were  Interviewed  via  telephone.  Attempts 
were  made  to  contact  all  sheep  raisers  in  the  largest  size  group. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture’s  policy  for  official  estimates  of  sheep  and 
lamb  losses  is  to  include  sheep  losses  for  the  entire  year,  but  to  include  only 
those  lamb  losses  that  occur  after  docking.  This  special  report  includes  an  estimate 
of  lambs  lost  prior  to  docking  as  well  as  those  lost  after  docking.
